It is 
worthy of enquiry .whether the. Corean 
“n-Moun” would help out the difficulty. 
That a people so little considered, and-in 
many ways 80 insignificant, should, for their 
own edification, have hit’ upon a device for 
making it possible to write the language 
ordinarily: epokesi in-a way that will be 
“ ynderstanded of the people ” is certainly 
to their credit, and it might be hoped 
that something of the: same kitd would 
be taken in hand for the benefit of the 
masses in'China. If once a phonetic system 
could be accepted by the Chinese, it would 
not be very difficult to adapt it to the more 
important Jucal dialects, and by degrecs 
one of the great. bulwarke of “localism” in 
China would be, at least. to a considerable 
extent, broken down: Of course any move- 
ment of the kind would be regarded with 
dislike by the more, educated’ classes Yo 
China, ‘To them, the written character and

. that country, which ap pearsin Bast and W.at, 
a quarterly Mission journal, ‘a reference: is 
made to the written language, which is of 
considerable interest in its bearing upon the 
Chinese as well as upon. the Corean Jon- 

_guage. The Chinese classic# in Corea, as 
in China, are the only books, a knowledge 

of which will entitle a Corean to be regard- 
ed as an educated man. - But it appears 

that the Coreans have accomplished a feat 
which hus often been sugyested as highly 
desirable in China, namely, providing some- 
thing in the form of on alphabet by which 
the written character can be deciphered. 

“Por the benefit of the ualettered—that is 
to say the great muss of the people, an 
alphabetical script or syllabary has been 
provided by their scholars. ‘With the help 
of this script (which is known as the En- 


body) all sounds of the spoken language 
can be easily “expreesed. The spoken lan- 
guage, being neither Chinese nor Japanese, 
stands, therefore, ‘apart: from Chinese, with 
-the- result: that Corea has. .one language. 
which is written but not spoken and another 
‘which is spoken, but, except by the-un- 
educated, not written.” It appears that in 
“the: seboola it is the great aim to teach 
_ Chinese, which the pupils learn to read and 
_write—much in the same way as they would

i MAILS, 


Dodwell and Co, have refused, reports the 
Manila Cablenews, to allow ships of which they 
are agents to carry the United States mails

ed by nonrly empty spaces thet form verit- 
able stellar deserts. M,- Wolf finds that the 
empty space lios on daly one side of the nebula. 


A few rare and brilliant stars aro to be con, 
but all smalier ones seem to have been grouped 
round the nebuls. The nebule of Audromeda 
and the apiral nebule do not follow the -rule, 
apparently forming another class.
